Extension ef Slavery. 

On the twenty-fourth day of October, IN43, John 
Quincy Adams (a name ever to be revered) deliv- 
ered « pudlic address at Dedham, by savitauion of 
political friends im hie congressional district 
Upon that occasion be annoanced that the project 
which had been conceived in the Southern States, 
for the annexation of Texas to the American 
Union, and which had been quietly slumbering 
for sometime, would be revived at the next see 
sion of Congress, This event, which the eagie-eyed 
vision of the venerable statesman foresaw, was, 
at that ume, but littie anticipated by the commu- 
nity. The prophetic warning of the old, brave- 
hearted champion of freedom and Northern rights, 
fell upon ears which heard not; so utterly im 
probable was it deemed that the slave holding 
territory of Texas could be annexed to the 

Union. 

At the meeting of Congress, on the first M 
day of December, 1°43, President Tyler in hie 
message did pot, as it was by sume supposed (al 
he would, recommend the annexation of Texas, 
but suggested that the United States ought to in- 
terfere and end the war existing between Mexico 
sod Texas; nevertheless, curing the seme session 
the President heaving, of his own mere w1!|, ne- 
gotiated a trealy with the government of Texa 
for the annexation of that country to the U mon, 
presented it to the Senate for ratification; this 
treaty was rejected by the Senate, by a vote of 
more than two to one. 

At the next session of Congress, commencing 
on the first Monday of December, 1544, the fa- 
mous * Joint Resolution” for the annexation of 
Texas to the United States was brought forward 
in the House of Kepresentatuives where it passed 
by a decisive majority, it them passed the ordea! 
of the Senste by a majority of but one vote, end 
receiving the signature of the President, become 
the law of the land.

How are we to account for this wonderful 
change in public feeling ?

There can be but one answer to these questions 
The powerful influences of party spirit were 
brought to bear upon the question, and it was 
proved that, though men might love Liberty much, 
they loved party more.
